WASHINGTON, Junc| 8— Another 
crisis in the Mexican difficulty faced

New York flying Me Cuban flag. 
Huerta has notified the Powers of the 
intent to blockade the port and that 
he proposes to seize the cargo and 
consigned to the belli grants against 
Ml sovereignty as counterband of 
war.

Hon. C. M. Thomas late Saturday 
afternoon issued the following reply 
to the letter of Congressman Cantrill 
published in Friday's newspapers: 

"To the Democrats of the Seventh 

Congressional District: 

"The Honorable J. Campbell Can- 
trill has sisued a statement through 
the press in which he finds fault with 
me for failing, in announcing myself 
a candidate for Congress, to renew 
my allegiance to the Baltimore plat- 
form, and boastfully proclaims, as if 
appealing to Democrats to look and 
see for themselves, that he is actual- 
ly for once in line with the expressed 
will and judgment and temperament 
of his party. 

"Now the gentleman is perfectly 
aware, as is every one acquainted 
with the facts, that no individual has 
ever questioned my absolute loyalty 
to my party and to its nominee, I 
can not help thinking that the gentle- 
man's present attitude is assumed and 
proclaimed for the purpose of kicking 
up sufficient dust to obscure his stand 
with reference to party affairs in the 
not very distant past. 

How Beckham Was Defeated. 

"It is very generally understood 
that a great Democrat, his party's 
nominee for the United States Senate, 
was defeated a few years ago and a 
Republican elected in his place, 
through the agency of this gentleman, 
who now so loudly proclaims himself 
an advocate of his party's platform. 

"Governor Beckham, in a State- 
wide primary, received the Demo- 
cratic nomination for United States 
Senator.

SELECTION OF CHAIRMAN. 
For a number of weeks Mr. Beck- 
ham has been receiving the most en- 
couraging reports of the strength of 
the sentiment behind him in the city 
of Louisville, and Tuesday of this 
week he communicated a request that 
Mr. E. P. Humphrey be asked to ac- 
cept the chairmanship of the local 
campaign. This suggestion was im- 
mediately accepted by Mr. E. T. Tier- 
ney, Mr. Brown and the other active 
friends of Mr. Beckham. Mr. Hum- 
phrey made the following brief state- 
ment to the Evening Post relative to 
the matter:

WASHINGTON, June 5.— The situa- 
tion confronting the Washington gov- 
ernment with reference to shipments 
of arms to constitutionalist forces at 
Tampico continued as the all ab- 
sorbing subject of deliberation in of- 
ficial quarters. 

A report readied the State Depart- 
ment that another steamer loaded 
with ammunition had cleared from 
New York for Galveston. Tex. In- 
asmuch as the recent order was to re- 
fuse clearances only to ammunition 
shipped ior Mexican ports, it was 
stated there could' be no denying 
clearances to ships billed to an Amer- 
ican port. At Galveston, reports 
reaching here declared, ammunition 
on the ship sailing, would be 
trans-shipped to Tampico.

It is astonishing how many drown- 
ings there are that a little coolness 
might have averted. In Delaware 
River four young men who could not 
swim jumped overboard to keep a 
boat from sinking and save the lives 
of two boys and a girl who were on 
board. Their gallantry cost them 
their lives. The others were saved. 

Had the four young men simply 
slipped overboard and held to the 
boat, a leaky one, it would not have 
sunk. One hand rested lightly on the 
gunwhale, the other and the feet 
used for paddling slowly enough to 
guard against fatigue, or not used at 
all, would have saved four lives out- 
side of the boat as well as to have 
the three inside, until help could have 
come. 

Very little support is needed to add 
to that provided by the water and 
keep a non-swimmer afloat, if ouly he 
realizes that he must not try to climb 
on the support and hold above water.

The same plank goes under at 
once when a man's weight is put on 
it with his shoulders and head out of 
water. 

Try to remember this, if there 
comes a time when it is useful to re- 
member it.

There seems to be a determined 
effort on the part of the fishermen, as 
never before, to aid the State Com- 
missioner in replenishing the streams 
of this county with game fish."

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Beginning on June 20, the Kentucky 
Traction & Terminal Company will 
establish an entirely njew schedule of 
rates upon its interurban lines cen- 
tering in Lexington, the new rates be- 
ing made to conform to the two and a 
half cent rate law passed by the last 
session of the General Assembly. 
This law has been construed to apply 
to interurbans as well as steam roads, 
the latter having already taken steps 
to put the new rate into effect and the 
same time. 

The most significant feature of the 
new change rates is that it will en- 
tirely abolish the old five-cent fare 
zones, and fare points, the minimum 
rate as provided in the new law, be- 
ing ten cents. 

This will affect a large number of 
interurban patrons living within two 
miles of Lexington, Paris, Versaille 
and Geogretown, who have up to this 
time been enjoying the advantage of 
a five-cent interurban service. 

Outside of the increase in the min- 
imum fare from five to ten cents the 
most marked change affecting local 
patrons of the interurban service is 
rates from Paris, Lexington, Ver- 
sailles and Georgetown. The rate to 
these places is raised five cents in 
each direction. The rate from Paris 
to Lexington will be forty-five cents 
instead of forty cents, as at present. 
The special rates to Blue Grass Park 
from Lexington and other points ef- 
fective as summer round trip excur- 
sinos will not be changed. The rate 
from Paris to the Country Club, 35 
also remains unchanged .
